Reason For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 24-41 
are allowed because the prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious the 
limitation s of the base claims 24, 25. 26, 27 including forming at least one terraced 
trench in the epitaxial layer, said terraced trench having a plurality of portions that differ 
in width to define at least one annular ledge therebetween; depositing a barrier material 
along the walls and bottom of said trench; implanting a dopant of a second conductivity 
type through the barrier material fining said at least one annular ledge and said trench 
bottom and into adjacent portions of the epitaxial layer; diffusing said dopant to form at 
least one annular doped region in said epitaxial layer and at least one other region 
located below said annular doped region in said epitaxial layer.
